The Metropolitan Police has 
drawn up plans to close the 
front counter at New Malden 
police office, according to a 
leaked report. 

The front counter, based at 
Cl Tower in St George’s 
Square, is staffed entirely by 
volunteers and could be closed 
under draft plans to save 
£500m from Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice’s annual budget. 

The confidential report, 
which was leaked to the 
Evening Standard, detailed 
plans to close almost half of 
London’s front desks, slashing 
the number of counters from 
133 to 71. 

The Kingston Guardian first 
reported the threat in Febru¬ 
ary when borough commander 
Martin Greenslade was unable 
to give assurances it would 
stay open. 

The cuts would leave one 
24-hour counter in each of the 
capital’s 32 boroughs with the 
exception of Westminster, 
which would have two. 

There is no suggestion of 
axing the 24-hour counter at 
Kingston police station or the 
Millbank counter in Surbiton - 
open during usual office hours. 

The plans, which have yet to 
go to consultation, would also

see a large expansion of police 
contact points in supermar¬ 
kets, libraries and coffee 
shops. 

London Assembly member 
Tony Arbour said: “New 
Malden was the first volunteer 
desk in the Met. I would be sur¬ 
prised if that went without any 
discussion or fuss. 


“With these reports, when a 
committee is asked to make 
recommendations they are al¬ 
ways given the extremes.” 

A Metropolitan Police 
spokeswoman said the force 
would create other contact 
points allowing it to see more 
victims of crime near their 
home and workplace.

January 


□ A Latin American gang of bur¬ 
glars was jailed after being 
caught red-handed by plain 
clothes police officers. 

Leidy Lopez Vera, Jherson Ro- 
drigues-Escobar and Jair Flores 
Cerventes, were handed prison 
sentences after being caught rob¬ 
bing a property in Tolworth. 

They were collared when plain 
clothes officers spotted look-out 
Vera, 20, at a bus-stop while Ro- 
drigues-Escobar, 21, and Cer¬ 
vantes, 25 carried a large silver 
suitcase out of the home. 

All three were later deported. 

□ Surrey Comet writer Angellica 
Bell began the new year with a 
triple celebration. 

The One Show presenter en¬ 
joyed not just Christmas, but also 
her first wedding anniversary 
and the birth of her son Elijah. 

The Kingston resident, who met 
hubby Michael Underwood while 
both were presenting CBeebies, 
would later use motherhood as 
the inspiration for her weekly 
column in this newspaper, Mum's 
the Word. 

□ Gun-toting robbers held up 
staff in an error-strewn raid at 
PC World. 

The masked gunmen made off 
with £38,000 in cash, but were 
caught when one of the hapless 
robbers was spotted dumping his 
gear in a skip and was traced 
through DNA samples. 

Mina Bradley, her son Anthony 
Bradley, 22, and Michael Ward, 
20, were later jailed for the rob¬ 
bery on January 16. 

It was later revealed that Mina 
Bradley, a trusted employee of 
PC World, had masterminded the 
raid and persuaded her son, who 
also worked at the Fife Road 
store, to hire henchmen. 

February 


□ Three Surrey Comet reporters 
braved the freezing cold to spend 
a night sleeping rough for chari¬ 
ty. 

David Lindsell, Martin George 
and Clare Buchanan all took part 
in the YMCA's annual Sleep Easy 
event, which challenges the pub¬ 
lic to experience some of the real¬ 
ities of homelessness. 

The trio joined more than 100 
volunteers in bedding down for a 
night in Kingston Memorial Gar¬ 
dens, top raise funds for YMCA 
south-west London, Kingston 
Churches Action on Homeless¬ 
ness and Faith in Action. 

□ Princess Alexandra met 
dozens of excited Kingston 
schoolchildren during a visit 
ahead of the Queen's Jubilee cel¬ 
ebrations. 

The princess came to St Luke's 
Church on the 60th anniversary 
of Queen Elizabeth II's ascension 
to the throne. 

She was treated to a perfor¬ 
mance by Tiffin Boys’ School 


choir, who sang traditional coro¬ 
nation hymn Zadok the Priest. 

Other schools included Burling¬ 
ton Junior School and girls from 
Holy Cross, both in New Malden. 

□ A pub’s history resurfaced in an 
article in February. 

Forty years previously 18-year- 
old Stephen Knight visited the 
Toby Jug in Tolworth to see a gig 
by a young musician named David 
Bowie. 

Bowie, then still a virtual un¬ 
known, picked that night to 
launch his alter-ego Ziggy Star¬ 
dust - bringing him worldwide 
fame. 

March 


□ Tributes flooded in for eight 
year old Ali Nasralla, who was 
killed in a road accident while 
riding his bike home from school. 

The Robin Hood Primary 
School student died the day after 
being hit by a black cab, on 
March 5. 

Floral tributes lined the scene 
of the accident, in Robin Hood 
Way, with one describing the 
youngster as “a shining star in 
heaven”. 

□ A fly-on-the-wall documentary 
looking at life behind the scenes 
at Kingstonian FC was pre¬ 
miered. 

Adam Tyler spent two years 
filming players, staff and coaches 
for his 30-minute film, entitled 
Kingsmeadow. 

The film was broadcast by 
ESPN ahead of an FA Cup match 
watched by millions. 


□ A man hailed as a hero for sav¬ 
ing a baby from a burning tower 
block was jailed after fleeing po¬ 
lice on a super bike. 

Tommy Mackay received a 
bravery award after climbing 15 
flights of stairs and saving a child 
from the Madingley fire on the 
Cambridge Road estate in 2010. 

But in March 2012, Mackay was 
sentenced to nine months in 
prison after fleeing police on a 
borrowed Suzuki superbike in a 
high-speed chase along the A3. 

He was finally caught after 
crashing the bike into a car in 
New Malden and breaking his 
foot.

□ Thugs who attacked a mosque 
were found guilty of violent dis¬ 
order and racially aggravated 
criminal damage at Kingston 
Crown Court. 

David Morris, 21, of Epsom, 
Alfie Morris, 19, Shepperton, and 
Martin Pottle were all convicted 
at Kingston Crown Court on April 
3. 

The three men were later jailed 
for a total of 30 months for joining 
the hooded gang which attacked 
the Richmond Road mosque with 
sticks and bottles. 

□ A restaurateur told of his 
shame after being sentenced to 
six months in prison for leaving a 
man paralysed following a 
drunken argument. 

Sung Kuk Mun walked free 
from Kingston Crown Court hav¬ 
ing served six months in prison 
on remand for pushing over wait¬ 
er Hun Lee outside the Imperial 
Karaoke Bar in Old Malden on 
April 17. 

Speaking to the Surrey Comet 
Mr Mun said: “I’m just sorry. My 
heart breaks about it. I can only 
say this. I am very sorry to the 
victim.” 

□ Ambulance bosses apologised 
for leaving an injured frail 85- 
year-old woman in the cold and 
rain for more than 80 minutes. 

Furious witnesses who helped 
keep the woman - who had fallen 
on a kerb in North Parade, Chess- 
ington, and hurt her hip - warm 
and dry, criticised the slow 
response labelling it 
“disgusting”. Concerned witness¬ 
es said they phoned the ambu¬ 
lance “eight or nine times” 
following the fall, which took 
place on April 27 in the afternoon. 

May 


□ Kingston Council has been ac¬ 
cused of “selling off the family 


silver” after it refused to confirm 
whether it planned to flog 
Surbiton library. 

Deputy leader Liz Green, who 
spoke in favour of the move at a 
Kingston Council assets strategy 
meeting last week, played down 
the rumours, saying there were 
“no immediate plans” to sell the 
Ewell Road site. 

She did, however, fail to rule out 
the move, admitting the site, along 
with others in the borough, was 
“under review” and that there 
was a “possibility” it would be 
sold. 

□ Parents and teachers were on 
red alert after a couple allegedly 
tried to snatch children from 
outside primary schools. 

The three incidents, all of 
which were thwarted, prompted 
Kingston police to beef up secu¬ 
rity around schools in the bor¬ 
ough. 

However, further investiga¬ 
tions revealed the incidents were 
not related. 

□ Patriotic partygoers dug into 
jelly and ice cream for an early 
jubilee celebration in a hall built 
from funds raised from Queen 
Victoria’s diamond jubilee. 

More than 100 congregation 
members and friends packed 
into the St John the Baptist 
Church hall in Old Malden for 
the tea party on Monday, May 7. 

Formerly known as the Insti¬ 
tute, the building was built in 
the late 1890s from funds raised 
by the community to celebrate 
Queen Victoria’s diamond ju¬ 
bilee in 1897. 

□ A resident started a campaign 
to have the new hospital in Sur¬ 
biton named after a 19th century 
pioneer who founded the town. 

Bob Phillips, of Broomfield 
Road, wants the new hospital in 
Ewell Road named after busi¬ 
nessman Thomas Pooley, a man 
who built what would become 
modern Surbiton. 


Despite receiving widespread 
support, including an endorse¬ 
ment from the Surrey Comet’s 
feature writer June Sampson, 
the plea fell on deaf ears with 
NHS bosses plumping for the ar¬ 
guably less memorable Surbiton 
Medical Centre.

□ Detectives launched a murder 
investigation following the dis¬ 
covery of the body of a 58-year- 
old woman in her flat in 
Kingston. Margot Sheehy was 
found by co-workers in her 
ground floor home in Springfield 
Road, having died of asphyxia, a 
postmortem examination later 
revealed. Police issued a Euro¬ 
pean arrest warrant for her son 
Sean Heiss less than two weeks 
later, who left the country fol¬ 
lowing the attack, which took 
place on June 10.

□ A shocking and damning Ofsted 
report showed major failings in 
child protection by Kingston 
Council. 

It rated Kingston as “inade¬ 
quate”, placing it below Baby P 
council, Haringey. 

Opposition parties called for the 
council’s lead member for chil¬ 
dren and young people, Patricia 
Bamford, to step down from her 
post. 

Coun Bamford has not resigned 
but Kingston’s director of chil¬ 
dren’s services, Duncan Clark, re¬ 
signed days before the report was 
released and was given a £128,000 
payoff for his work. 

□ A clubber who took ecstasy at a 
two-day dance festival died an ac¬ 
cidental death, a coroner ruled. 

Richard Baker, 20, from Chess- 
ington took the drug at Alexandra 
Palace on November, 26 2011. 

The former Richard Challoner 
pupil, who was described as a 
“friendly giant” by his headteach¬ 
er, was taken to hospital after he 
complained of feeling unwell at 
the 20,000-strong party venue. 

An autopsy revealed Mr Baker 
died of multiple organ failure and 
a high concentration of MDMA - 
more commonly known as ecstasy 
- in his system. 

□ It was game on as the Olympic 
torch powered through the bor¬ 
ough. 

The relay was a historic moment 
as nearly 250,000 people rocked up 
to Kingston to watch it pass 
through on the morning of July 
24. 

Festival fever engulfed the bor¬ 
ough as former Olympic rower 
James Cracknell, the first torch- 
bearer, set off from the Hook Cen¬ 
tre, Hook. 

All 27 torchbearers were greeted 
to applauses, chants and cheers as 
they made their way through 
Hook, Surbiton and Kingston 
along the Olympic torch route. 

August 


□ Union flags and screaming spec¬ 
tators made cyclists whizzing 
through Kingston get “goose 
bumps.” 

Olympic gold medallist Bradley 
Wiggins thanked the roaring 
crowds of Kingston that egged 
him on to gold glory this month. 

He said: “The noise was incredi¬ 
ble. I am never going to experience 
anything like that in my entire ca¬ 
reer.” 

Fans dubbed the roundabout 
Wiggo’s Corner, but the debate as 
to whether it is actually in Rich¬ 
mond or Kingston continues. 

Wiggins took home Olympic 
gold by dethroning German world 
champion Tony Martin and went 
on to win BBC Sports Personality 
of the Year. 

□ A passenger was nearly crushed 
to death beneath a train and plat¬ 
form as he ignored warnings try¬ 
ing to retrieve a mobile phone at 
New Malden station. 

The man, believed to be in 40s, 
was taken to hospital after he be¬ 
came trapped on a live rail when 
the train began moving from the 
platform. 

He was air lifted to the Royal 
London Hospital for surgery to a 
fractured leg.

□ Teachers criticised politicians for 
meddling with GCSE marking after 
boundaries for English grades 
were shifted resulting in a fall in 
A* to C grades for the first time. 

Tolworth Girls School head¬ 
teacher Siobhan Lowe described 
the Government’s behaviour as “a 
shameful attempt to gerrymander 
results.” 

The case against Ofqual and 
exam boards Edexcel and AQA 
was to be taken to the Royal 
Courts of Justice in December. 

□ Details emerged about a 
Kingston detective who lied to 
rape and sex attack victims, faking 
witness statements and letting 
suspects off. 

Detective Constable Ryan Cole¬ 
man-Farrow, 30, pleaded guilty at 
Southwark Crown Court to 13 
counts of misconduct in public 
office. He told senior officials rape 
victims had dropped their allega¬ 
tions while telling them their cases 
were being shelved. 

Between 2007 to 210 he faked 
crime reports 32 times, falsified a 
witness statement, pretended he 
had interviewed rape suspects 
twice, made up suspect statements 
three times and told superiors he 
had passed files on to the Crown 
Prosecution Service. 

His lies were revealed after a 
woman killed herself in a flat in 
Putney, but left a note saying a ha¬ 
rassment investigation, led by 
Coleman-Farrow, had let her 
down. 

He was sentenced to 16 months 
in prison in October. 


have contributed to the death of a 
baby twin girl at Kingston Hospi¬ 
tal, an inquest heard. 

Two-day old Lucy Wood died 
after spending some time on life- 
support, having been suffocated 
during her delivery in June 2009. 

Obstetrician Naguib Naguib ad¬ 
mitted failing to take charge of the 
high-risk birth, leaving midwife 
Tatyana McGill alone when she 
lost track of Lucy’s heartbeat on a 
monitor. 

Lucy was delivered 40 minutes 
after her heart beat was lost and 
midwife Mrs McGill failed to call 
for help.

□ A murder inquiry was 
launched after 20-year-old Jamie 
Sanderson was stabbed to death 
inside Oceana nightclub. 

Kingston University student 
Zoe Birdsall, 21, said: “The whole 
club was sectioned off with police 
tape and I saw two girls sitting on 
the floor crying. I knew some¬ 
thing serious had happened.” 

Oceana is now fighting to stay 
open after its licence was revoked 
by Kingston Council. Four people 
have now been charged with mur¬ 
der and are set to appear at the 
Old Bailey in the new year. 

□ A father-of-two had a lucky es¬ 
cape after his motor scooter 
caught fire on the A3. 

Barney Doorman, 32, was alert¬ 
ed to the danger by passing 
drivers and had to think fast. 

He said: “Normal driving proce¬ 
dure went out the window be¬ 
cause I knew every second on the 
bike was extremely risky. As soon 
as I got off it I ran for my life. 

“I thought I had to get over to 
the side of the road to pull over — 
I could not just jump off, which 
was my first reaction when I saw 
the flames, because I would be 
run over.” 

□ A supermarket manager was 
taken to hospital after being 
punched by a man who thought 
he was attacking customers. 

In fact Jonathan Launchbury, 
who runs Iceland in Tolworth 
Broadway and is thought to be in 
his 50s, had challenged two 
shoplifters trying to escape his 
store.

Under one possible plan, 
Kingston could lose one of its two 
engines. 

Madingley tower block resident 
Shirley Costa said: “They should 
not get rid of fire engines. We 
need them. If it were not for them 
then we would have been stuck — 
they deserve a medal.” 

Conservative London Assembly 
member Tony Arbour said: “The 
role of the Mayor is to set the bud¬ 
get. It is up to members to decide 
how to meet this.” 

□ Squatters living in an old Quak¬ 
ers meeting hall owned by Pri- 
mark were booted out. 

Seven people moved in to the 
building in Eden Street, jeopar¬ 
dising Primark’s plan to extend 
their superstore.

□ Cinderella and Father Christ¬ 
mas were on hand to switch on 
Kingston’s Christmas lights. 

Thousands of people watched 
the colourful display come to life 
in Clarence Street outside the 
Bentall Centre. 

Ros Morgan, chief executive of 
Kingstonfirst, said: “It was won¬ 
derful once again to see so many 
smiling faces in the crowd for the 
big switch on. 

“There was a real festive atmo¬

□ Christmas shopping in 
Kingston was disrupted when 
clothes were set alight in seven 
shops in the town centre.

□ A man later jailed for life for 
the murder of his girlfriend 
claimed he was “not a violent per¬ 
son”. 

Asad Niazi, 29, battered to death 
Charito Cruz, 37, with a hammer 
at their rented home in Kingston 
in September last year. 

He told an Old Bailey jury: “I 
had no intention to hurt her. I 


only wanted to fix our relation¬ 
ship. Out of the blue all I can re¬ 
member — I do not know why I 
am hitting her or what I am 
doing.” 

Prosecutor John Rees said: “She 
cheated on you. You thought she 
deserved it. So you attacked her 
with a hammer. Now you are try¬ 
ing to lessen the damage by say¬ 
ing you lost control.” 

□ A former director of children’s 
services at Kingston Council re¬ 
ceived a £128,000 payoff, while a 
report lambasted his department. 

Duncan Clark resigned days be¬ 
fore the damning Ofsted report 
into child protection was made 
public. It found “serious fail¬ 
ings... [in] child protection, partic¬ 
ularly with regard to children 
and young people who had al¬ 
ready been identified as suffer¬ 
ing, or at risk of suffering, 
significant harm and who were 
subject to child protection plans”. 

Leader of the council Derek 
Osbourne said: “I understand 
that people will look at this and 
be angry, but knowing what I do I 
can assure you, however hard it is 
to believe, this was the best option 
for the council.”

Karina Bryant may be bat¬ 
tling back from career-saving 
neck surgery months after 
securing an Olympic bronze 
medal at the start of the new 
Olympiad - but glorious 
comebacks are her style. 

The 33-year-old former Tol- 
worth Girls’ School student 
is one of Team GB’s greatest 
Olympians and finally 
earned a podium finish in the 
78kg category at her fourth 
attempt at the London 2012 
Games. 

It was a far cry from the 
moment she saw her funding 
slashed by judo’s governing 
body in the wake of only 
reaching the last 16 in 
Beijing. 

Critics wrote her off as 
being past her best but a year 
later she was adding world 
and European medals to her 
staggering collection of hon¬ 
ours away from the 
Olympics. 

Bryant, who has had a new 
disc inserted in her neck, ex¬ 
pects to make a return to full 
contact training in March 
and is yet to rule out a bid for 
a fifth Games in Brazil. 

It may take another four 
years of financial hardship - 
she had to make a public 


appeal for cash to buy a car 
to get training in the build-up 
to London - but few would 
bet against her going the dis¬ 
tance again. 

“I’ve had 21 European and 
world medals. My first Euro¬ 
pean title was in 1998 in the 
senior team - when I was still 
only a junior,” said the four- 
tme European champion. 

“Since then, there are only 
two, possibly three years 
where I haven’t had a Euro¬ 
pean or world medal. What 
I’ve done in the sport has 
been phenomenal. I’m the 
most consistent judo player 
the country has ever 
had and won the 
most medals. 

“It hasn’t 
been as fi¬ 
nancially 
reward¬ 


ing as other sports. That is 
hard, because whenever I do 
decide to retire I have to start 
the next chapter of my life 
from scratch. This medal will 
not buy a house or a car. 

“Those things would have 
been nice along the way. It 
would have made things a lit¬ 
tle easier but then it wouldn’t 
have made my journey as 
memorable. 

“I carried on for so many 
years when so many people 
doubted me. Even after Bei¬ 
jing I went from getting top 
funding to nothing. 

“People saying I’m too old, 
when I was saying ‘I’ll 
decide when I’m 
too old’.
